The  National  FFA  Organization  was  launched 
at  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  in  November  of  1928 
following  many  years  of  local  agriculture  clubs 
in  high  schools  in  the  United  States  and  was  in- 
corporated under  a National  Charter  by  an  Act  of 
Congress  in  1950  (Public  Law  740,  81st  Congress). 
The  National  Organization  has  approximately 
450,000  members  in  9,000  local  chapters  in  all 
the  states  of  the  Union,  Puerto  Rico,  Japan,  and 
Great  Britain.  Illinois  has  more  than  17,000 
young  people  in  FFA  chapters  with  the  Wapella 
Chapter  having  28.  The  motto  is  "Learning  to  do, 
doing  to  learn,  earning  to  live,  living  to  serve."
